California shippers acted as a unit in 
ipproving the program of the shippers' 
ommittee against dismemberment of 
he Southern Pacific-Central Pacific 
ystem at a meeting .held in the St. 
Trancis -hotel today. 
The ' delegation 


'rom Southern California was headed 
>y Jonas E. Killian of El Monte, who 
owns the largest walnut grove in the 
world and is chairman of the committee 
for the southern district. 


No representative of any -railroad 


was allowed to appear before the meet- 
ing, and discussion was restricted to 
members of the committee. 


About 150 shippers, representing an- 


nual freight charges of $250,000,000, 
were present. Mr. Wallace Alexander 
presided. E. O. Edgerton, former presi- 
dent of the California railroad commis- 
sion, discussed the necessity for active 
intervention by the shippers at the 
hearings to be held by tho interstate 
commerce commission-at various points 
on' the Pacific coast and stated that the 
commission has already given tentative 
approval to the present grouping of the 
Southern Pacific-Central Pacific. Edger- 
ton declared that the Union Pacific in 
its propaganda is seeking to mislead the 
public through their declarations that 
any action designed to prevent the dis- 
ruption of .the present service is against 
the supreme court and pointed out that 
the transportation act of 1920 express- 
ly instructs the interstate commerce 
commission to consolidate railroads of 
thd United States into a limited num- 
ber. 
In proposing consolidations the 


interstate commerce commission takes 
into consideration the effect upon the 
users of the service, and now is the 
opportune time for shippers to make 
their wants known, according to Edger- 
ton. 


Last Friday night a large body of

EDITORIAL 


THE UNSPEAKABLE TURK AND WASTED CHARITY 


Turkish atrocities, such as have chilled the blood of the veins 


of civilization for ages, have again alarmed the "nations of the 
earth and in spite of our sentimental dreams of world peace, 
have given us another thrill and a positive proof that idealism 
and sentimentality alone will not make the Avorld safe for de- 
mocracy. Although the splendid isolation of the United States 
make it optional as to whether we shall or shall not enter into 
European affairs, yet that very isolation gives a clearer per- 
spective of the needs of humanity and should enable us, more 
than any other nation, to express a dispassionate opinion as to 
what means may be most effective in restoring peace to a troubled 
world—whether it be by force or moral suasion. Up to the 
present the United States has been actuated by humanitarian 
impulses prompted by what some may think a spirit of exagger- 
ated toleration. The good resulting from this kid glove method 
of restoring peace has been short-lived and the world is again 
in danger of being plunged into a bloody war. 


The Turk is execrated for his lustful brutality and has been 


deemed a blot upon civilization for ages. Greece, Bulgaria, 
Rumania, Serbia, Armenia, and Persia have each in turn been 
made the victims of his lust for blood and immorality, and the 
temporary peace that has been patched up with each individual 
nation has only lasted long enough to enable him to get to the 
next, and when the round has been completed, start all over 
again. 


As a result of this wholesale murder, the small nations of cen- 


tral Europe have been robbed of all initiative to development 
and progress, their women cai-ried away and debauched, and their 
innocent children torn and mutilated. Disease and pestilence has 
always followed in the wake of these atrocities, and were it 
not for the charitably-disposed among' the Christian nations, 
the national entity of these countries would be completely anni- 
hilated. For a hundred years the people of the United States 
have responded generously to the calls of impoverished humanity 
in all parts of the world. Millions of money have been 
spent in food and clothing to succor the starving Russians, in 
return for which, like the dog that bites the hand that feeds 
him, they now take sides with the Turk in his persecution of 
Christian nations. 
Millions more have been given to the spirit- 


ed people of Armenia, and what lasting good has it accom- 
plished? And now more millions are called for to aid the suf- 
fering Greeks. 


All these people might be self-supporting if left to their own 


resources and guaranteed immunity from massacre by the bloody- 
handed Turk. 
The disease from which the persecuted nations 


are suffering must be handled with firmness and decision to pro- 
duce any lasting good. As the skillful surgeon with steady 
hand and stout heart plunges the knife into the flesh and removes 
the tumor that is slowly but surely sapping the vitality of the 
patient, so must the United States in conjunction with the other 
powerful Christian nations—if need be—plunge the sword of 
justice into the breast of old mother earth arid by heroic 
methods remove the blood-thirsty Turk—that festering sore 
which for ages has been gnawing at the vitals of the nations. 
The thought of another great war is appalling; the result of 
the world Avar is yet undetermined; the peace and unity of the 
nations which the United States worked so hard for, had been 
scarcely inaugurated, wire this last catastrophy was forced upon 
the world. Donations of money, food and clothing alone will not 
cure this evil—the relief is only temporary—soothing for a time 
the immediate cravings of a dispirited land beatlen people; 
lulling them into a semi-consciousness of a false security from 
which to be rudely awakened by the sword of the murderous 
Turk. 


Occurrences such as these must result in the near future in 


the enforcement of one or two issues: either the Christian na- 
tions of the world must form some definite and permanent league 
or association strong enough to compel obedience to its decrees, 
or let affairs take their course, resulting in such a universal con- 
flagration that the whole world will again be shaken to its very 
center. The idealism of 1918 was composed of much that can be 
classed as nothing more than weak sentimentality. At the same 
time, practical men saw a vision of the universal desire for 
peace and harmony and the expression of a hope for its ultimate 
fulfillment. 
We are now facing a common menace which may 


render it necessary to again unfurl the flags that floated side by 
side at Chateau Thierry, in the Argonne, at Verdun, and on the 
banks of the Marne, and should the Turks again attempt to take 
possession of the Dardanelles, closing its passage to the com- 
merce of the Avorld, AVC may again hear the grim but determined 
cry, "They shall not pass." 


A sacred regard for the interests and rights of mankind for 


the present and for the future, calls to" America, Great Britain, 
France, Belgium, and Italy, and AVC hope, Germany, to close the 
shattered breeches in the wall of peace and unite in the defense 
of a self-sane and just to all concerned, Avorld progress.

Walnut Association 


Credits Congressmen 


To a small group of California con- 


gressmen led by Congressman Linober- 
ger goes the credit for final success in 
the passage of a tariff bill which pro- 
vides for a protective duty on walnuts 
amounting to twelve cents per pound 
on shelled and four cents per pound on 
unshelled. 


This announcement was made this 


week by the California Walnut Grow- 
ers' Association when it was learned 
that the tariff bill had been passed by 
congress. W. T. Webber, sales manager 
of the association, declared that great 
credit for the victory should be given 
to Congressmen Lineberger, Osborne, 
Swing, Free, and Curry. 


In the opinion of association officials, 


Congressman Lineberger was one of the 
foremost champions of the California 
walnut growers in their fight for a pro- 
tective duty which might be considered 
adequate to meet existing needs. His 
active work on behalf of the walnut 
growers attracted wide attention dur- 
ing the many months the tariff ques- 
tion was under consideration. 


"The original house bill," salesman- 


agcr Webber says, '' provided for a wal- 
nut tariff amounting to 2% cents on 
unshelled and 7% cents on shelled wal- 
nuts. After a lengthy debate the senate 
finance committee finally decided to in- 
rease the schedule to 3 and 9 cents, 
but this did not coincide with the views 
of Senator Hiram Johnson. He asserted 
that unless a higher tariff was approved 
he would carry the fight onto the floor 
of the senate. After weeks of tireless 
work he finally induced the committee 
to increase the schedule to 4 and 12 
cents, the figures finally approved by 
the House. 


'' When the schedule went back to the 


conference committee, great opposition 
to the proposed walnut tariff was pres- 
ented by eastern importers, confection- 
ers and other big interests. There is 
no doubt but that some of the members 
of the committee were strongly in favor 
of reducing the walnut tariff. 


"As a matter of fact the duty on 


quite a number of agricultural pro- 
ducts was sliced more or less, and for a 
time it seemed certain that the walnut 
tariff would bo cut, but Congressmen 
Lineberger, Osborne, Swing, Free and 
Curry made an open issue of the walnut 
tariff, put up strong resistance to the 
proposed cut, and finally won,"
